Your second request seeks copies of all memoranda of understanding between the Department and any 
outside entities regarding the PDMP. Following a search of our records, the Department has no records 
in response to this request. 

Your third request seeks all records regarding the algorithm that determines the risk scores in the PDMP. 
Following a search of our records, the Department has no records in response to this request. 

Your fourth request seeks all records that define or evaluate the PDMP's effectiveness or performance. 
Following a search of our records, the Department has no records in response to this request. 

Your fifth request seeks all records that define or evaluate the Appriss risk assessment tool's effectiveness 
or performance. Following a search of our records, the Department has no records in response to this 
request. 

Your sixth request seeks records containing a full list of the data fields in the PDMP. Enclosed please find 
an excel spreadsheet containing all information the Department has in response to this request.
